Thu hab itual wearing of some 
what loose porous clothitig, b y encourag­ 
ing perspiration and assisting the re­ 
moval of it* products, will al*« « contrib - 
ute materially toward the oduction J 
th** general temperature. 
It is needful to keep in view the ex­ 
treme sensitiveness of the cercb ro spinal

The means b y which pioteo 
tion can 1 iest Ik* accomplished call for a 
b rief notice. 
Among these may lie men
